4. Claims 1, 6-8, 12-14, 19 and 20 have been amended. 

5. Claims 1-3, 6-9, 12-16 and 19-20, now re-numbered as claims 1-14 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 05/19/2005 have been fully considered and they are 
persuasive.

7. The Information Disclosure Statement submitted by applicant on 03/24/2005 has 
been considered. Please see attached PTO-1449. 

• Schneier (applied cryptography, 1996, John Wiley and Sons, second edition, 
pp.1 85-1 87) disclose public-key key management where each person poses only 
one public key, regardless of the number of people on the network; it describes 
the definition of public-key certificate, that is signing of the public key certificate 
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by a trusted third party; where it avoids the Mallory attacks where a public key 
could be replaced by another key; it discloses the time stamping of the certificate 
for validation integrity and authentication procedure for authenticating the 
certificate; it further discloses distribution of the key where introducer are 
introduced instead of centralized key management. 

• Elgamal et al (5,657,390) disclose secure socket layer application program 
apparatus and method wherein, the security protocol bounded to the application 
interface is layered between an application layer and transport layer, using 
session key and generating a master key for establishing secure connections. 

• Richard et al (5,922,074 A) disclose method and apparatus for providing secure 
distributed directory services and public key infrastructure such as , public key 
certificates, certificate revocation lists, pending certificate requests, certification 
authority policy that are stored in the directory server, it can download such 
information and the certificate can be used as vectors for directory search, and 
based on the identity, a connection to a particular node is established. 

However Schneier, Elgamal et al and Richard et al singly or in combination do not 
disclose the specific steps method and system and computer program product 
stored on a computer readable medium as recited in the Applicant's independent 
claims.
